Mea culpa, 
mea maxima culpa! What could I be thinking of 


to forget 
Admiral Field ? 


The Admiral is still a boon and a blessing to 
those who complain of the dulness of modern 
Parliaments. He is a whiff from the salt sea—a 
bit of the briny—a fragment of nautical lore. 
He walks the lobby with a lumbering roll, as if 
it were the quarterdeck. He hails the Speaker 
as if he were a ship,in a thunderstorm. He 
makes sailor-like speeches, often full of point 
and humour, his legs planted far apart, as if he 
were looking out for an awkward ‘“‘ sea.’ He hasa 
profound interest in naval questions, and he never 
leaves his place while they are discussed. But 
his great charm is his absolute open-mindedness. 
He always says what he thinks. His face isa 
mirror, and you can tell by it every idea which is 
coursing though the worthy Admiral’s brain. One 
of his quaintest little tricks is a habit of thinking 
aloud. Thus, when he comes out of a division 
lobby, you will hear him repeating in a nautical 
growl, ‘‘ Beat ’em by forty!” “ Beat ’em by 
forty !’’ ‘‘ Beat’em forty!” Similarly, when he 
is in quest of that universal want of members, a 
pair, he will announce his intention in a thought- 
fvi monotone, ‘‘I want a pair!” “‘I want a pair!” 
Withal he is a gallant gentleman, gifted with no 
small ability, immensely popular, and, as I said, 
is one of the three or four members who redeem 
the House from its permanent characteristic— 
commonplace. 
Mr. Goschen’s Budget. 

The topic of the week is, of course, Mr. 
Goschen’s Budget. Many men—many opinions. 
I confess I do not take a very extreme view of 
It is not, in my 
opinion, a great Budget, nor, in all respects, a 
sound one; but it is certainly an interesting and 
a clever one. As I listened to it, however, my 
chief thought was not so much of its matter as 
of its manner. Now, the first thing one notes 
about Mr. Goschen is his real and intense enjoy- 
ment of his work. He positively revels in 
figures. He lingers lovingly over the word 
‘‘mi-l-l-ions,’? and draws it out with admir- 
ing emphasis. He ‘‘chorties in his joy” over 
a surplus, and is so fond of it that he feels 
bound to cut it up into the greatest possible 
number of pieces. Now, all this is right. There is 
nothing drearier or more depressing than listen- 
ing to a Budget-maker who is not in love with 
his subject. Mr. Childers, Sir William Har- 
court, Sir Michael Hicks - Beach were Chan- 
cellors of this description. Mr. Goschen is not. 
He is a born lover of figures, and a real master of 
the art—the little understood art—of handling

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them with vigour, of putting life and colour into 
the dry bones, and welding them into a sym- 
metrical and attractive whole. That is 
Mr. Goschen’s Chief Quality as a 
Chancellor, 

and, in spite of his bad voice-—which is one pro- 
longed croak—his nervous fumbling manner, and 
his awkward gestures, it places him among the 
distinguished financiers of the century — the 
Gladstones and the Peels. Add to this a won- 
derful command of detail, an ingenuity which 
excels in the invention of neat expedients like 
the Conversion Scheme, and especially delights in 
clever checks and balances, and you have all the 
material for a successful Budget-maker. What 
is it, therefore, that separates Mr.. Goschen 
from the very highest type of finamcial 
geniuses? Well, it is a certain want of 


breadth of conception, of masterly and wide arker Ta 
4 of f the darke 
survey. The Budget, for instance, is good, but} yy. Ok +i 


it might have been better if Mr. Goschen had 
been a little less clever and a little more simple- 
minded. He does a number of things excellent 
in themselves—democratic and sound, so far as 
they go, but they do not go far. Three and 


a half millions is a very large surplus, larger 


than we have ever had since the palmy days 
of Free Trade -finance. It ought to have been 
greatly distributed—not divided among a heap 
of small things, but devoted to one or two 
large remissions. The result of the Budget, so 
far as it goes, is that no one can yet be quite 
sure whether he is going to get any benefit from 
it. Probably the tea-drinker will, in the long-run, 
but if Mr. Goschen had taken another penny off 
the tax, and halved it instead of reducing it by a 
third, he would have been quite sure of getting a 
cheaper and better article for his money. But 
Mr. Goschen preferred cleverness to 
simplicity, and the result is that his 
Budget will not be as popular as its 
undoubted merits deserve. 

Mr. William O’Brien’s Novel. 

Mr. Goschen’s Budget divides interest 
with Mr. O’Brien’s novel, ‘When We 
Were Boys,” I cannot say I have 
read it yet—a thick closely printed 
volume is more than a busy man can 
get through in a day or so; but I have dipped 
into it, and very delightful reading I find 
it. What is so astonishing about it is to find 
the old rollicking Irish humour come to life 
again after half acentury’s slumber. I expect 
my readers would laugh if I said that to my 
mind Mr. O’Brien’s novel is Lever redivivus. 
But so it is. There is the rush and sweep 
of style, the varied picturesque life, the stir 
and movement, the vivid exaggerated colouring 
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1

Above this 
window you will see a strong iron staple, which 
is said to have been used by the notorious Dick 
Turpin to tie a rope to, so that he could lower 
himself down to the ground whenever he liked 
without disturbing the rest of the household. 

The proprietor (Mr. Martin) has an oil painting 
of the Great Duke—who more properly should 
be called the Mad Duke —of Chandos, whose 
residence was of such grandeur that the hinges 
and locks of the doors were of silver and the 
doors of the drawing-room were of solid silver. 
Pope describes the statues and trees, which were 
cut in the Dutch style, at that time in vogue, in 
this satire :— 

The suffering eye inverted nature sees, 
Trees cut to statues, statues thick as trees, 
His gardens thus your admiration call, 
On every side you look behind a wall.

Dr. Benjamin Ward Richardson has again been 
writing, this time in the Asclepiad, on cycling in 
its relations to health, a subject wpon which no 
one is more competent to speak. He has already 
contributed several important papers dealing 
with this aspect of the sport to cycling literature. 
But he thinks that the rules for health in riding 
now need revision, because they have been so 
much modified by the differences of the art. 
And, indeed, when one considers for a moment 
all the late improvements in springs and anti- 
vibration contrivances, the reason for such revi 
sion can be readily understood. 


There have been various objections made at 
different times to cycling, because of ‘its effect 
upon the health, by medical authorities. Mr. 
Scott, in his book on "7 Cycling Art,” to which I 
had occasion to refer some few weeks ago, shows, 
for example, how some physicians were eager to 
condemn the sport because of the injury often 
done to the rider by the saddle used on bicycles. 
But the saddle has been immensely improved 
of late years, and, as Mr. Scott says, with the 
Rover pattern, where the room for springs 18 
much more ample than on the Ordinary, harmful 
results are rapidly vanishing. And this is as 
true of many of the other old serious defects of 
the cycle. The new spring-framed Safeties and 
the pneumatic tyre are in themselves sufficient to 
revolutionise the sport, so many evils have they 
done away with. 


But, when all is said, the one serious danger in 
cycling cannot be averted by the most ingenious 
inventor. For it is from the rider’s overtaxing 
of his strength that his greatest injuries have 
always come. While the sensible man on the 
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contains, in a concentrated form, admirable nutritive, 
toma qualities, strength, and staying power.— 
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dangerous part of the machine. Wheeling had 
quite a tragic tale of a mere infant, seated on the 
backbone, clinging to the stem head of a Safety, 
with terror rather than pleasure expressed on its 
little face.

In the meantime, it has been intimated to M. Ribot 
that her Majesty was charmed with her trip, and is 
extremely sensible to the kindness which she every- 
whereexperienced. Notwithstanding the bad weather, 
the Queen’s health is better for the change of air and 
scene which she has been enjoying at Aix-les-Bains. 
On Saturday moruing last the Queen, accompanied 
by Prince and Princess Heury of Battenberg and 
Princess Margaret and Prince Arthur of Connaught, 
and attended by the ladies and gentlemen in waiting, 
drove from Aix to within five miles of Chambéry, 
and met the 13th and 22nd Battalions of Chasseurs- 
à-Pied on the march. ‘The Queen attended service 
on Sunday morning at the English church. The band 
of the 97th Regiment of the Line performed a selec- 
tion of music in the afternoon in the grounds of the 
Viila Mottet. At four o’clock her Majesty went out 
driving, returning to the villa at six o’clock. 


The dates of the Court entertainments at Bucking- 
ham Palace will not be definitely fixed until after 
her Majesty returns to Windsor from the Continent. 
It is probable, however, that the first State Ball will 
be given during the, Derby week, and the first concert 
during the following week. 


The Royal yachts Victoria and Albert and Osborne 


and the Admiralty yacht Enchantress are to leave 
Portsmouth on Sunday for Flushing, where they will 
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embark the Queen (her Majesty’s visit to Darmstadt 
closed) next Tuesday morning at nine o’clock for 
conveyance to Port Victoria. 


‘The Prince of Wales arrived at Charing-cross from 
Paris at five o’clock last Saturday morning. His 
Royal Highness liad a rough passage across the 
Channel. In the afternoon tbe Prince and Princess, 
with Prince George aud Princesses Victoria and 
Maud, travelled to Sandringham.

"The Emperor William with his suite left 
Berlin for Bremen last Sunday night. 

The Marquis and Marchioness of Salisbury and 
Lady Gwendolin Cecil returned from Monte Carlo to 
their residence in Arlington-street last Saturday 
evening. 


The Marquis of Hartington reached Devonshire 
House last Sunday evening, arriving from Paris 
shortly after eight o’clock. His Lordship is, we 
are happy to learn, in excellent health. 


Mr. and Mrs. Gladstone spent Saturday to Monday 
at The Durdans, Epsom, as guests of the Earl of 
Rosebery. 


The House of Commons has been occupied mainly 
with Mr. Goschen’s Budget and Mr. Balfour’s Land 
' Bill. The Chancellor of the Exchequer announced 
at the outset that the receipts for the year had 
exceeded his estimates by more than £3,000,000, 
while the expenditure had exceeded the estimate by 
only £116,000, the realised surplus for last year being 
£3,221,000. Entering into details, he showed that 
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alcohol had augmented the receipts by more than 
£1,800,000, and, singularly enough, rum was the bever- 
age which showed the greatest increase. A change in 
regard to the circulation of silver, not anticipated at 
the beginning of the year, had also resulted in a 
profit of £774,000. These two items alone accounted 
tor about £2,500,000 of the surplus. As to the 
coming year, he estimated the expenditure at 
£86,857,000 and the revenue at £90,406,000, showing 
a disposable surplus of £3,549,000. Out of this 
surplus, £300,000 would be allotted to the War Office 
for expenditure on barracks, £100,000 set aside for 
the purposes of Volunteer equipment, £80,000 in 
reduction of postage rates to India and the Colonies, 
£120,000 in remitting the silver plate duties, and 
£80,000 in remitting the gold plate duties, thus 
reducing his surplus to £2,869,000. In disposing 
of that sum he said the tea duty would 
be reduced by 2d. in the pound, involving a 
loss of £1,500,000, and the duty on currants by 
5s. per cwt., involving a loss of £210,000, while the 
3d. duty on beer imposed Jast year would also be 
remitted, at a loss of £386,000. This would leave 
only £773,000. ‘The tax on houses between £20 and 
£60 a year would be reduced by a percentage which, 
would altogether absorb £540,000, and there would 
remain a balance of only £233,000, the smallest 
margin he would be justified in taking. The 
Chancellor of the Exchequer then’ turned to the 
question of local finances. His proposals under this 
head involved an increase of 6d. per gallon upon 
foreign and home spirits, and the imposition of 3d. 
a barrel on beer, which would yield together a million 
and a quarter, to be paid to the local taxation 
account. It would be proposed to suspend the issue 
of new licenses, except in special circumstances, until 
the whole licensing question had been dealt with. 


On the Motion for the Second Reading of the Irish 
Land Purchase Bill last Monday, Mr. 
Parnell, in moving that the measure be read 
a second time that day six months, objected 
to it—because, without the consent of the 
Irish people and without giving local control, 
it exhausted the only Irish credit available, 
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for the purpose of inducing the English taxpayer to 
help the large absentee owners ; because it still left 
three out of every four of the five or six hundred 
thousand Irish tenants to pay the original rents, 
while only one out of the four would have his 
rent reduced twenty per cent.; because, while 
coercion existed, the tenant was not a free agent 
in the making of a bargain with his landlord ;- 
because the Bill did not make suitable provision 
for the congested districts; and because the 
guarantees provided for the protection of the English 
taxpayer were insufficient and illusory. Abandoning 
the idea of solntion by purchase, and contining the 
operations to holdings under £50, he submitted a 
proposal whereby the landlord should reduce the 
rents of his judicial tenants by thirty per cent., 
receiving a loan equivalent to ten years’ purchase 
of this thirty per cent., to enable him to pay off his 
more onerons incumbrances. The Attorney-General 
for Ireland contended that the operation of the Ash- 
bourne Act showed that there was very little risk of 
failure on the part of the purchasing tenants to pay 
their instalments. ‘lhe debate was continued by Sir 
G. ‘Trevelyan and several other hon. members.

His daughter, Princess 
Alexandra, who was married on June 16 last year 
to the Grand Duke Paul, the Czar’s youngest brother, 
has just given birth to a daughter, who will be called 
the Grand Duchess Maria Paulovna.

Low and Marston), I sat down, read, and becamea 
Kiplingite. Later on I shall read ‘‘ Plain Tales from 
the Hills,” and, indeed. all that Mr. Kipling may 
write. ‘* Soldiers Three” contains seven stories, each 
of which is supposed to be told by one or other of 
three privstes in the Indian Army. Powerful and 
beyond all praise of mine are these vivid tales. 


A Nautical Novelist. 


I note that that excellent American journal the 
Book Buyer has given a portrait this month of Mr. 
Clark Russeil, and I hasten, for no particular reason 
other than that I want a portrait for this column, to 
do the same. Clark Russell was born in the city of 
New York in 1844. His father was Mr. Henry 
Russell, the famous composer, author of ‘‘ Cheer, 
boys, cheer” and “‘There’s a good time coming, 
boys.” ‘The novelist was educated at Winchester 
and in France, and entered the merchant service as 
a midshipman at the age of thirteen and a half. 
After seven or eight years of sea voyages he emulated 
Captain Marryat by abandoning the sea for liter-

ature. His first nautical novel, ‘‘ John Holdsworth, 
Chi-f Mate,” was published in 1874, and since then 
he as been an indefatigable writer for the Daily 
Telegraph, and has published a multitude of tales. 


A Classic Epoch. 


T like to notice books which are a part of the great 
literature of our land—books which, when once on 
my renders’ shelves, will be an inestimable treasure | 
as long as they live. Such a book, assuredly, is | 
Boswell’s ** Johnson,” of which a new edition reaches 
me in Routledge’s ‘ Popular Library.’? The type is 
small; but what can you expect when a work which 
Dr. Birkbeck Hill has provided in six large half- 
guinea volumes is compressed into one three-and- 
sixpenny book? After all, it does not so much matter 
in what form we read Boswell as long as we make a 
point of reading and re-reading his entertaining 
pages, so full of delightful humour and sound 
wisiom. In thinking of Johnson one naturally recalls 
his old friend K 


Oliver Goldsmith, 


and I would like any reader of Johnson to supple- 
ment that book with Mr. Forster’s ‘‘ Life of Gold- 
smith,” which has just appeared in the ‘‘ Minerva 
Library.’ ‘there are two other biographies of 
Goldsmith, both by living men of literary eminence, 
Mr. William Black and Mr. Austin Dobson; but, 
while each of these has its own peculiar value, 
Forster’s gives the greatest number of biographical 
details and anecdotes. Its only fault—and it is an 
excusable one—is that it takes too gloomy and too 
sympathetic a view of Goldsmith’s career as regards | 
his finances. To Mr. Forster he is always ‘‘ poor 
Goldy,” whereas, as Macaulay has pointed out, he 
might, with the money he received for his books, 
have been the most affluent of citizens, if he had not | 
been the most reckless of spendthrifts.

Liverpoot is proud of. the distinction of being 
the second city of the Empire. Its claim to this 
position is contested with much warmth of 
feeling by patriotic natives of Glasgow, but the 
last census left the metropolis of Western Scot- 
land a little behind Liverpool in the matter of 
population, and the ‘‘Liverpudlians,’’ as the 
people of the great Mersey port are called, hold 
fast to their claims to provincial pre-eminence. 
Possibly the next census may reverse the posi- 
tions of the two cities, so far as population is 
concerned, for the Glasgow people have spread 
out their city boundaries so-as to include many 

opulous suburban districts, whereas Liverpool 

as allowed part of itself to be constituted a 
separate borough under the name of Bootle, with 
a Mayor and Corporation all to itself, and a | 
whole cluster of populous townships have grown 
up outside its municipal boundaries.

You scarcely ever attend a Townhall banquet— 
and banquets at the Townhallare a great institu- 
tion in Liverpool—and listen to the gentleman 
who has to propose or respond to the toast of 
the “Town and Trade of Liverpool,” without 
hearing a more or less eulogistic reference to the 
“good old town.’ It is a good phrase, and 
when used by an effective speaker it rolls round 


and numbering among its public buildings 
edifices that are hoary with antiquity. There 
is a good deal of truth in both these criticisms. 


Liverpool Owes Its Prosperity 


chiefly to the maritime enterprise of its people ; 
but there was atime when that enterprise took 
a very objectionable form. In the days when 
freebooting, filibustering, and privateering were 
comparatively respectable professions, a good 
many hardy mariners used to sail from the 
Mersey very poor and return very rich. No 
inconvenient questions were asked as to the 
methods ‘by which their wealth had been 
acquired; but the orgies in which they indulged 
when they once again set foot on their native 
shore did not suggest that these hardy sailors were 
highly moral characters.

The Everton 
Beacon marks the centre of the densely popu- 
lated division represented by Mr. Whitley ; and 
to the left, for miles, is a closely Z pop popula- 
tion, between the high ground and theriver.

The Town- 
hall stands now almost where it did in the olden 
days, but, instead of being surrounded by cottages, 
is hemmed in by the Exchange and by banks, 
insurance offices, shipping offices, and the build- 
ings devoted to the Stock Exohange, the Corn 
Exchange, and the provision trade. Old Liver- 
pool has been transformed into business Liver- 
pool, and the neighbouring heaths and moors 
and parks and sandhills of ancient times now 
swarm with the working population of this great 
emporium of commerce.

PATENTS (Continued). 


LETTERS Patent may be taken out for the whole of 
the United Kingdom, including the Isle of Man, but 
omitting the Channel Islands. Every patent is for 
fourteen years from its date, but it will cease before 
that time if the patentee fails to make certain 
ponies payments of fees punctually. Should, 

owever, the delay of the payments arise by accident, 
the patentee may apply to the Comptroller of Patents 
to enlarge the time for payment, which the Comp- 
troller may do on receipt of an extra fee or fine not 
exceeding ten pounds. A patentee sometimes finds 
that the fourteen years are too short a time to com- 
pensate him for his trouble and expense. After 
public advertisements, however, an Pg a ig may 
now be made to the Privy Council, by legal proceed- 
ings, which virtually enable the patentee, if he shows 
a good case, to get an extension of the privilege for 
a further term not exceeding fourteen years. 

The exhibition of an invention at an industrial or 
international exhibition,- certified ns such by the 
Board of Trade, or the use of the invention elsewhere 
during the period of the exhibition by any un- 
authorised person, without the knowledge of the 
inventor, does not prejudice the inventor’s right to 
obtain provisional protection of a patent. But before 
he exhibits the invention at an exhibition, he must 
give the Comptroller notice of his intention so to do, 
and he should apply for a patent within six months 
of the opening of the exhibition. Any patented 
invention may be used by the Crown upon such terms 
as the Treasury may fix. All improvements of in- 
struments or inventions of war shall, if the Secretary 
of State so require, be kept secret and sealed up and 
not published during the term of the patent. No

that his specification is not correct, or not so com- 
plete as.he should wish. In that case he should 
apply in writing at the Patent Office to amend his 
specification, including the drawings. If necessary, 
this application is advertised, and, if there be no 
objection within one month, the Comptroller may 
sanction the amendment. If there be any objection, 
the two sides are heard before the Comptroller, 
who then decides upon the case; but, if he refuses 
leave to amend, there is an appeal to the Law 
Officers of the Crown. It is important, however, 
not to rely upon this power of amendment further 
than is necessary; because, where an amendment 
takes place, no damages can be given in any action 
in respect of the breach of the invention before the 
amendment, unless the patentee prove to the Court 
that the original claim was bona fide and reasonably 
correct. Every amendment of a specification is 
advertised. 

All persons desiring any information as to patents 
must consult the register of patents which is kept 
at the Patent Office, and contains the names and 
addresses of grantees of patents, and notices of 
assignments, amendments, and everything affecting 
the validity and owership of patents. All assign- 
ments and licenses have to be registered. It is a 
troublesome matter to make a search in these registers. 
Should any person allege that a patent was obtained 
against him fraudulently, or that he was the true 
inventor, or had publicly used, made, or sold the 
petented article before the date of the patent, he 
may apply to the Attorney-General for a revocation 
of the patent, and this matter is then fully investi- 
gated, both sides being heard before a decision is 
arrived at.
